mountains. They travelled ulieveaing, when at 
Jength they arrived ata cultivated plain of about 
four leagues in circumference, which was quite 
euviroued with lofty mountains.

ven! {aid my uncle, fhutting up the book, afte) 
he had fetched a deep figh. The thought feemeq 
to eaie the goud man’s mind—Hle took out his to. 
bacco box, and begaa to fi!l his pipe—his Counte. 
nance wore a brivhter afpect, and he feemed wil. 
ling to change the fubject of converlation, to fome 
tepiclefs painful. Bot his antagonift could not let 
himreltin peace. ‘ There are noflaves in Heaven! 
echoed he, ** what then will come of the Negroes }' 
— They will be our equals, I thould fuppofe, o, 
our fuperiors, taid my uncle. ‘* They will!” ey, 
claimed his antagonift, ‘* a fine place Heavea 
willbe indeed! What the Negroes be our equals! 
I fhould rather choofe to go to hell than to Heaven 
if that is likely to be the cafe.’’ You may per. 
haps have your choice, faidmy uocle. A Negro 
if he acts his part faithfully on the Mage of life, 
bas as good right to Heaven as his mafter, need 
if bismaficr fhould aét his part well: And if his 
matter behaves cruel, haughty, and morofe to his 
jervants, I chink, a faithfa! flave, has the faireg 
title; and fall, if the (criptures are true, be 
exalted while his matter fhall be debafed. I fhould 
never be conteat to be a flave mylelf, continued 
my uncle—-Until ican reconcile myfelf to a flate 
of flavery, | cannot think it juftifiable for me to 
make a flave of a fellow creature, endowed with 
facuities and feelings fimilar co my own.—** Bur 
muft we keep no flaves,’’ faid his antagoni{t.— 
** Surely we may be allowed to keep them if we 
ufe them well.—Slavery has been allowed and 
permitted in all ages of the world.—The Ifraele 
ites were allowed to keep flaves; the Romans kept 
flaves, and J fee no reaion why we thould not keep 
them; it is better for the Negroes to be flaves than 
to be free, they are not capable of taking care of 
themfelvcs.’” 

My uacle lit his pipe. —The children of Ifrael, 
faid he, were a ftiff necked and a hard-hearted 
people. Mbofes, becaule of the hardnefs of their 
hearts, fuffered them to put away their wives; 
and it may be oa that account that he fuffered 
them tokeep flaves, Ocher nations it is true have 
kept flaves, they have likewile practiled many 
other vices and craelties, but they have not alcer. 
ed the natare of them—-murder and adultery are 
ttili heinous crimes, although praétifed more or 
lefs, by every nation fiance the world began: To 
keep a perion in flavery is, in my Opinion, a crime: 
ind the repetition of the crime can never leflen 
the guilt; aor wili the punifhment be mitigated 
on account of the guilty. As to your doétrine, 
that the Negroes are incapable of taking care of 
themielves, | cannot believe it to be trae; I be- 
lieve we had better let them try to take care \ 
themiclves Ueiare we undertake to take care fur 
them. My uncle ended his harrangue—his anta- 
gonift made no reply-——I took my hat, and bid 
them a good night,---——7 bere are no faves in Hea, 
wen, {aid I, as walked homeward. —Do the flave 
holders ever think of Eleaven ? Or if they think 
of Heaven, do they confider who is like to inha- 
bit there? Or jf they think of thefe things, do 
they with or expedt to inhabit there themfelves ! 
Ifthey do, | am fare they maf lead miferable lives, 
evea im this world ; what will be their fituation 1a 
the next, is not ny bofinefs to guefs.

ONDAY morning, aboot 4 0’clock, a ter- 
rible fire broke out in a frame houle, in 
Front-ftreet, near the Fly-Market, which in two 
hours entirely confumed 7 houles, and damaged 
a number of others, before it was extingailhed. 
The Fly-Market was on fire feveral times, and 
the thipping at Taylor’s and Brownjoha’s wharves, 
were obliged to haal into the ttream. The heat 
was {0 great, that feveral panes of the windows 
on the oppofite fide of the ftreet were eked. 
The following affecting circumitance is related 
by a perfon who was with Gen St. Clair’s army, 
ia the ation of the 4thot November lait. There 
were with the American troops a number of white 
women who had attended them on the expedition. 
When the retreat Was ordered, one of thefe wo- 
men having a child io her arms, and being pur- 
{ued by an Indian with a tomahawk, who fhe found 
mult inevitably overtake her in a few minates if the 
did not leave the child, the defire of felf-prefer- 
vation overcame the parental feeling of nature,and, 
flopping thort for a moment, the placed the infant 
(being about a year o!@) on a ftump, and immedi- 
ately renewed her flight. The Indian rufhed on, 
and in the attempt to kill an officer, who made a 
ftand to tave the woman, was thot dead on the 
foct. ‘Tne woman efcaped with the troops, but 
there is every reafon to fappofe that the child was 
tuwahawked, or its brains dathed out, as it is not 
ixely that the favages, upon fuch an occafion, 
(ound themselves in a humour to carry off an in- 
tof atweive monthold, to their towns.

Under this 
convoy,fend me provifions to make five months ra- 
tions for feventy men, This news is not fictitious ; 
nor this letter to be trifled with. I have written 
tothe minifterof war; but his orders will come 
too late. Jam, &c. J. JEFFERS. 


Another letter from Lieut. Jeffers of the fame 
dote, to Mr. E. Williams, Contraétor. 

«© T am happy to inform you that the cattle and 
falt arrived fafe ; the danger in this country_js fo 
reat, that J feat foldiers and Indians to” efcort 
them.

Extra of a letter from Pittfourgh, Dec. 23. 

‘* The inhabitants of this place arevery much 
alarmed on account of fome expreffes Which arrived 
lait night from Venango, informing that ———= 
had been fummoned to attend a,council of the Se- 
neca nation, and that Lieut. Jeffers, who has the 
command of Fort Franklin, defires immediate 
fupply both of provifions and troops, expedting 
every moment, to be attacked by the warriors of 
that tribe. Unfortunately for us, the two com- 
panies which had been flationed here for fome time 
pait, had received orders to proceed down the 
Ohio, andon Tuelday or Wednefday laf left 
this, fo that we are at this moment, without any 
manner of fupport. If immediate afliitance is not 
given us, it will be impoflible for che inhabitants 
to make any defence, as the Seneca warriors could 
in twenty-four hours come down the river, per- 
haps not lefs than 5 or 600, and we in the poor 
defencelefs ftate we now are, could nct mutter 
more than 200 raw and undifciplined men.
